to the Ameilcan

"VinelH, on repeated occasions, suc- 
ceeded In notifjlng his countrymen 5ut- 
elde that attempts wore being mad » to 
poison him. His last notice was sent to 
the Italian legation eight days before his 
death. His rugged health only made him 
survive the previous attempts.

was confined in a cell measuring but 
nine by iour feet, he could not light 
against the poison at the last. 
Vinelli Poisoned 


"On the morning of the first (no month 
named) he informed me from his eel 
that he had been poisoned. His ten-ibl*

from him by the horrible pains that ^rere 
ravaging Ills entrails and entire orran- 
Ism. could be heard all over the prison 
j ard.

Our life is restful here, to say the least, for in the morning after break- 


fast we all wander down the beach, where we promenade until luncheon is 
ready. The people who spend the morninj this way may be divided in three 


classes,: those who bathe, those who make no pretense of bathing, and those in the 
third class who do not bathe and yet do not wear morning frocks. Whether ':hii is 
economy or affectation, it is hard to say. But a nu Tiber of women, instead of wearing 
frocks of gingham or linen, wear beach dresses irade almost like bathing suits, yet 
witli a somewhat different appearance.

She wore a soft gray-biown garment of mohair, tr mmed 
with bands of haricot red arranged in a manner to simulate the bolero jacket of the 
empire era. A gray-brown cap upon her brilliant hair toned it down and at th<: same 
time protected it from the burning sun, which might have faded it.

How much more effective they are than the-commonplace gingham-frocked ones which 
usually an seen upon the strand. Every one of th: women who promenade the beach 
in this sort of costume makes it a point to maintain an attitude of dignity ani self- 
respect, and none have the kittenish ways with waich the ordinary summer g-.rl hat 
made us so familiar.

Jjondon, 
Tit-Bits. They

on hair restorers, and gives me a night- 
mare trying to think how to arrange his 
fringe to the best advantage. 


"Hedgehog Bristles" 


One bald-headed customer of mine had 


a tonsure like an old-time monk. View- 
ed from above, it looked like a bladder 
of lard in a sea of hedge-hog bristles. 
The most liberal application of grease 
and brllllantlne would not make his hair 
presentable. I was almost in despair, 
when one day he came Into the shop 
positively beaming. 


"I've got It," he said, excitedly. "I will 


have my hair frizzed and curled. It's 
the fashion, Isn't it?" 
I remarked that 


many men wore curly hair, but It curled 
naturally, and was seldom seen on 11 man 
over forty (he was sixty). But he would 
not be denied, and had his hair curled 
like a girl. 
He looked a funny sight, 


but seemed quite pleased that his few 
remaining hairs were no longer straight. 


Cranks on Partings

'Anhle' Is a Sister of 'Anchor' 


We are not likely to think that "ankle" 


and "anchor" are closely related, 
but 


etymologically they are full sisters, hav- 
ing had tile same 
mother, 
and that 


mother has a large family of daugh- 
ters, who are to be found in all of the 
branches of 
the 
.Aryan 
tongue. And 


neither "anchor" nor "ankle" has any 
relation to its uses, but entirely to its 
form. 


This mother of the two words was born 


at least a hundred centuries ago, in 
some place, likely, not far^from 
the 


north shore of the Caspian Sea, when 
the roots ot the Aryan language were 
planted and began 1o put forth shoots. 
When that people 
began to lay 
the 


foundations of a dozen modern tongues 
they found a little word, the sound of 
which we express bv "ank,". and 
they 


applied it to what was bent from 
a 


straight line, or what we call an angle. 


So it is that we ure that little root in 


most of our words that imply what is 
bent or curved. The ankle is at the bend 
of the foot, and for that reason we base 
its name on the old root "ank." With 
"anchor" we do the same thing, because 


its arms are bent at angles from its 
shank. 


Though our word "hook" has come to 


us through a different channel, when 
we use a hook for fishing we say that 
we are "angling," because we ute an 
instrument that is Mode on an angle. 
Then we call it an "angle" for the rea- 
son that our first known ancestors said 
that what was bent was "ank." 


Our more Immediate ancestors, 
the 


Anglo-Saxons, made their word "angel" 
out of this same root and applied it to 
their fishing hooks. The same word with 
the same meaning is in the Danish and 
German. 


When the Frenchman talks about an 


anchor he says 
"ancre," 
and li. the 


Latin it is "ancora." 
from 
"ancus," 


which means having a crooked arm. In 
the Greek it is "ogkos," meanli g a 
bend, from which comes "agkura," 
an 


anchor. From the same root "ank" our 
Hindu brothers get their "anch," which 
in Sanskrit means a bend. 


This little root, shown In many words 


of so many different languages, all rolnt- 
Ing far back to a union of tongui 8, is 
one of the links in the chain that leads 
to the knowledge of the once same- 
ness in now widely separated tongues.

Such, at all events, is the tale, 
according to which the recipe was 
found in 1860 by a wine merchant 
named Le Grand, of Fecamp, in Nor- 
mandy. He was no rionk himself, be- 
ing blessed with no lewer than tw«»- 
ty-two children, but

beverage, which was Irst sold in 1804.

South in Dixie" prescribed it fifty-odd 
years ago as a mild substitute for the 
calomel which was then administered 
in what seems to us murderous quanti- 
ties. I recollect picking the yellow and 
rru egg and plum tomatoes in mi- 
lather's garden and eating them out of 
nand m years when late frosts had cut 


,hthe grateful anti-febrile acid. 


And that I was encouraged by our fam- 
ily physician to partake freely of the 
"substitute." 


I have yet to see the man, woman or 


child with whom the tomato disagrees. 
Eaten raw, with a French or mayon- 
naise dressing, or cooked in some one of 
the ways commended by our best cook 
books, it should form a part of summer 
and of winter family fare. In further 
recommendation of the valuable and 
amiable esculent, let me refer to a test 
of "canned goods" made at my instance 
five years ago by members of our scien- 
tific staff, chief among these standing 
one who, early in the history of our de- 


partment, won for-himself, the honorary 
title of 
"Our Courteous Consulting 


Chemist." I recall, as one item In the 
analyses made by this colaborer, that he 
detected in three spoonfuls* of preserved 
(canned) pears enqugh salicylic acid to 
dose an adult. I recall, more gratefully, 
that not one of our experts reported the 
presence of "preservative" drugs in can- 
ned tomatoes. They, may -be found In 
some brands, but not in any of those 
that have been tested and-reported upon 
to us. 


.. The tomato-'is so easily cultivated— 


sustaining its reputation for amiability 
here, likewise-thai one wonders not to 
see it more frequently In the, small 
patches that pass- for city gardens. 
Given a ^trellis or a wire netting against 
a brick or stone wall or. a board fence 
and good soil, with a fair allowance of 
water and sunshine, and the vines clam- 
ber fast and lushly. one good -woman I 
know starts her tomato vines In a box 
set in her laundry window early in Jan- 
uary. 
They are sturdy plants by the 


May day, when she considers it safe to 
transfer them to her back yard; after 
which she has delicious tomatoes in 
abundance for her family until the frost 
cuts them down In late October 


Hardly a week passes in the which I 


do not learn of BOme new and attractive 
way of preparing our vegetable for the 
table. One was brought to me last week 
from a "swell" luncheon party by a 
woman who is as keen as myself in the 
quest for new and -better ways of doine 
old things. 


It was served as the initiatory "appe- 
tizer" of the feast. 


Tomatoes Stuffed With Sardines. 
Select large ripe tomatoes of uniform 


size and pare them carefully with a 
sharp knife. Set on the ice to harden 


nnd cut out the hearts neatly, leaving 
the walls whole. Prepare the filling by 
skinning boneless sardines and laying 
them upon tissue paper to absorb the 
oil. Then scrape as you would pick cod- 
fish for "balls," and work in a little 
lemon juice and a dash of white pepper. 
Toss and work with a silver fork until 
smooth, and fill the cavities left In the 
tomatoes with the mixture. 


The combination of flavors Is very 


pleasant. - 


Tomato and Shrimp Salad. 


This dish I believe to have been orig- 


inal with me—I had never heard of it 
until I prepared and set it before won- 
dering eyes that were glad 'after the 
salad was tasted—then devoured. 


Prepare the tomatoes as directed In 


the preceding recipe. Set the hollowed 
tomatoes in the ice after filling them 
with canned or fresh (cooked) shrimps. 
Arrange the shrimps neatly, the backs 
upward, and pack closely. Just before 
serving put a spoonful of mayonnaise 
dressing upon the top of each.

This, too, I might have held, even to 


this day, to be an original device of my 
own. had I not chanced, awhile ago, to 
meet with it in Elizabeth Fennell's de- 
lightful melange of culinary lore and 
poetic fantasies. "The Feasts of Lu- 
eullus." It was, then, coincidence, and 
not plagiarism, when I evolved the com- 
bination from my brain. 


Pare the tomatoes, halve each and 


set in the ice until 
chilled to the 


heart. When you are ready to serve, 
heap whipped cream — chilled—upon 
each half, having first sprinkled it 
with salt and yet more lightly with 
white or with sweet pepper. 


You may doubt my word thst you 


will find it delicious. Try it. anc com- 
plain If you do not like it. 


Tomatoes With Mayonnaise. 


Pare and cut out the hearts. Set 


on ice until they are Very cold. Serve 
with mayonnaise Oiling the camies. 
Pass heated 
crackers and ,:ream 


cheese with It as a salad course at 
luncheon or supper. 
Tomatoes Stuffed With Green Corn. 


This is also a salad. Pare as above, 


and extract the hearts. Fill with green 
corn that has been boiled on th< cob. 
then cut off and left to get peifect- 
ly cold. In serving, cover with mayon- 
naise or with a simpler French dress- 
ing. 


Baked Stuffed Tomatoes. 


Select 
larg-e, 
fair 
tomatoes ana, 


without peeling, cut a piece from the 
top and excavate from the center. Mix 
with the pulp thus extracted one- 
third as much fine, dry breadcrumbs; 
season 
with melted butter, a few 


drops of onion juice and pepper and 
salt. Stuff the hollowed tomatoes full 
with this, fit the tops on and arnng-e 
in a bakedish, pouring about 
-.hem 


the juice that escaped from the to- 
matoes when you dug- out the pulp.' .; 
Put a tiny bit of butter upon each 
and bake covered. 
Serve in the dish 


in which they were cooked. 


Tou may, if you like, substitute 


boiled green corn for the crunbs. 
This is a nice accompaniment to roast 
meat or fish.

Toward the last the cream will 
thicken up, and one has to add a little 
water;, one may have to heat It up on the 
stove several times, while dipping, It one 
has melted up much cream at the start.

Cinnamon Buns. 


When setting sponge for bread, add more 


water than is generally used. 


When the"sponge has.risen sufficiently to 


^nead. take from it a quart of the risen 
mixture and work Into It five well-beaten 
ee-gs. also sugar to taste, half a pound of 
butter and two lartre potatoes, mashed soft 
and smooth. 
The dough should be very 


soft when set to rise. Let It eland until 
it has doubled the original bulk. Spread 
then upon the kneading board and roll out 
about two inches thick. 


Have ready the following mixture: Half 


a pound of butter, two teaspoonfuls of 
cinnamon, three-quarters of a pound of 
pulverized sugar, all rubbed to a paste. 
Spread this upon the sheet of dough' from 
end to end. strew currants evenly over it 
and roll up as you would cake for a jelly 
roll. TVhen folded thus, and closely, take 
hold of the ends of the roll and stretch 
to tho full length of the board: cut Into 
slices an inch and a halt thick; lay upon 
buttered tins or pans, not so close together 
as to interfere with the last rising. This 
should be about three-quarters of an hour 
long. 
Then bake. 


For Outside Coating-. 


Boil together a cup of m-anulated susar 


and a quarter of a cup of water into a 
thick syrup.

Put over the flre and boil briskly 
in an open vessel for an hour, or until 
it thickens. Add then the grated pine- 
apple, which should have been kept 
wrapped in the cloth to prevent darken- 


ing and laid upon Ice. Stir and <ook 
again, more slowly, to a thick j:im. 
When cold put into small jars; pour 
melted parafflne on the top and nt on 
metal covers: 


To jells- the juice of the parings, cut 


them Into small bits; add pound for 
pound of sugar, and leave them alone 
until the sugar has melted. Put them 
over the tire and cook until the piie- 
•^PP'e is clear. Strain and squeeze, end 
return to the fire to cook clear.

ripe pine»pp]es is likely to make ihe 
tongue sore if eaten freely.

VERT or.e knows how nice tt is 


to have somo salted almonds in 
the house; and there are two ways 


of browning these, cither of-which will ' 
be found easy. 


First, of course, the almonds must ba 


blatclied. and this you may do by pour- 
ing boiling water upon them, after the 
shells have been removed, and allow- 
ing them to soak for ten minutes, or 
even less. Too long soaking softens them. 
Then rinse it cold water and the skins 
will be found to be quite loose and easy 
to remove. 


This done, the first method of brown- 


ing them is to scatter them in a, pan in 
•which has been meltt-d one-half 
tea- 


spoonful of good butter, and put them 


in the oven until delicately browmd. 
Tou must oe very careful that thsy 
do not burn, for they brown very quick- 
ly, and too hot an oven would make t le 
result very precarious. 


When done, put them in a colander, 


sprinkle table salt upon them and shake 
them well before laying them out on a 
plate to dry. 


The second way is to pour one-thlid 


cupful of olive oil in a frying-pan, ai d 
when hot put In enough almonds - o 
cover the bottom of the pan.

OJOURNERS at the seashore al- 


ways return to their winter haunts 
with really heartrending tales of 
sunburn and the sufferings it has 


caused, particularly among little chil- 
dren. It would seem that even the most 
careful and thoughtful of mothers for- 
get that.the first few days by the sea 
are needed to acclimate the newcomer, 
and that, during these days, if the eun 
!s allowed to have its way, the worst 
burns may ensue. Even when this has 
happened—when baby legs and arms are 
raw and sore—some mothers do not 
think it necessary to cure the burns. 
They regard It as natural that the skin 
should peel; yet this is not the case at 
all, for bad attacks of sunburn have 
been known to end In blood poisoning— 
eurely a result that every one would 
fain avoid. 


So this summer, if you are at the 


seashore, or If you are Intending; to go 
there with the children, I want to tell 
you of several remedies that you may 
•use, both to prevent and to cure painful 
burns made by old King Sol, our best 
Irlend in the winter and very nearly 
our enemy in the summer. 


SHOULD BE SEASONED 


"When you arrive by the sea let the 


children wear long stockings at first, so 
their skin may become accustomed to' 
salt breezes and slightly hardened to 
their briny force. After this put them In 
short socks, If you want to, but watch 
them carefully that, at the first sign of 
a burn, they may receive attention. 


Burns that hurt slightly, yet where 


the skin is not broken, may be covered 
with a paste ot bicarbonate of soda 
and water or vaseline. 
This wilt re- 


lieve the pain at once and will soon cure 
the burn, too. But for a more severe 
burn, when the skin Is broken and the 
surface is ruw, a more effective balm Is 
needed, und the best is linseed oil and 
limewater. to bo mopped on with ab- 
'sorbent cotton. This may sting for a 
Vnonient, but the fever will be banished 
>y tlse limewater. while the linseed oil 
ivfll toon form a new skin. This is a 


Remedy, and one that will save 


future suffering:. 
burns which are blistered and al- 
•Weedms, a blindage is absolutely 


•y. as the wounds must be""kept 


cl^an or some germ of septicemia might 
fir.d a tiny foothold. Cover all the af- 
iJicted parts carefully with the linseed 
oil and limewater and then bandage 
them thoroughly but loosely. If the legs 
are burnt badly it is safest to keep the 
patient lying in some cool spot, for 
sometimes the result of a comparatively 
Blmple case of sunburn is quite serious.

yesterday filed supplemental proceed- 
ings for a rehearing of the Supreme 
Court's rcent decision granting these 
two women a new trial in the suit of 
Seymour to compel them to live up to 
a contract making him an agent and 
special officer for the Fair estate for 
ten years at $300 a month. 
Last Friday Dunne and Seymour 


discovered the records of the original 
trial 
in 
the Superior Court, which 


were thought to have been destroyed 
in the tug fire of April, 1906. 
Give Details of Contract 


These records contain the important 
testimony that Herman Oelrichs had 
ample powers of attorney from his 
wife and Mrs. Vanderbiit to make the 
contract with Seymour. 
The late 
Charles L. Fair joined Oelrichs in 
making the contract whereby Seymour 
was induced to resign as chief of. de- 
tectives of the San Francisco police 
department and enter upon the new 
job. 
He held that position for two 
years and one month, when the two 
women, after the death of Charles L. 
Fair, their brother, and Herman Oel- 
richs, the husband of M'rs. Oelrichs, 
discovered the contract. 


Seymour sued them in the Superior 
Court and won. The women then ap- 
pealed to the State Appellate Court, 
where Seymour won again. After the 
fire the women appealed to tho State 
Supreme Court on the ground that a 
new trial should be granted because 
there had been no testimony" in, the 
lower court that Oelrichs had any 
power from them to make such a con- 
tract. The records of tho case having 
been lost, as was supposed at the time, 
Seymour's attorney had no document- 
ary evidence to combat this conten- 
tion. 
Ordered a New Trial 


The Supreme Court, therefore, re- 
cently ordered a new trial on behalf 
of the two women. The opinion was 
written by Justice Sloss, and, while 
granting a new trial, expr'essly stated 
that Seymour should have the right to 
prove that Oelrichs had power of at- 
torney from them to make such a con- 
trad, 
It also set forth there was 


nothing in the record to show he had 
such authority.

Europe's 
people look toward their governments 
for recognition of merit, and prizes 
are bestowed by foreign governments 
upon the musical genius and achieve- 
ment of their respective countries. It 
Is the sense of the music society that 
America should do the same, and this 
Is one of the great ends in view. 


The center will be open to every- 


one. 
There will be two classes of 
members, active and associate, which 
•will 
Include professional musicians, 
amateurs, students, and all at large 
Interested In the caui,e of music, with 
equal privileges to all. 


Three concerts a year will be given, 
these to include an orchestral concert, 
the nature of each differing. A library

weights. Just so long as the men wrangle with each other, with several States 
separating them, and Johnson falls to cover the money put up, the public will 
not have the faith In the proposed match that they should, and any pre- 
diction on what will eventually be done seems to be woefullj out of place at 
this time, 


Johnson has had all the better of the fight talk for the past six months, 
but now that Jeffries has posted Ins money it belles Johnson to utter the state- 
ments that he has during the last tew days to the effect that Jeffries Is afraid 
of him. We will not argue the point as to whether or not Jeffries is, but we 
will say that the 55000 is still uncovered, and until such time as it Is the other 
end ot the controversy should tighten up a bit on the big talk. 


Jeffries will sail for Germany, next Wednesday and will be gone for about 


four months. 
Some of the critics say tiiat he has posted hit, money and that 
" he will pick up many thousands of dollars on the other side in the show busi- 
ness on the strength of the posting of the money. The fact that Berger is 
coming to San Francisco puts this argument to the bad, for he would not go 
to Europe without his regular sparring partner if he intended entering into 
*the show game.

The fact that the lover of boxing 
Idolizes the man who Is able to deliver the knockout punch was never more 
forcibly shown than in the last two contests held in San Francisco. 


Johnnie Frayne and Lev Powell are the two men who have been boosted 
\ by the big punch, and both have bounded into the place of a star attraction, 
whereas they have both been floundering about in the second division or 
fighters. 
The public had co.me to look upon the men as shadow boxers with

SAN FRANCISCO, July 31.—Once when President

subject of the poem and the President, publishing each 
week in his "Prattle" a verse and winding up with an in- 
terrogatory as to what people thought of the versifier. 
His own opinion would be left thus:

All sorts of satirical opinions came pouring in, the 


writers expecting that Bierce would, at the end of the 
poem, excoriate the Stanford President as he had flayed 
so many near poets of the garden sass school before. But 
at the close the great cynic filled out his sentence: 


"I think David Starr Jordan is a poet!" 
And of a truth "Viverols" has a certain witching 


beauty all its own. But now comes Henry Morse Ste- 
phens of your own University of California and puts 
himself to a similar test. What do you say of the fol- 
lowing invitation to the forthcoming mid-summer jinks 
of the Bohemian Club—the jinks where is to be pro- 
duced the Grove play, "St. Patrick at Tara," the words 
of which are by Professor Stephens and the music by 
Professor Wallace I. Sabin. The invitation runs as fol- 
lows :

There has been so much debate over whether or not

A question is just now raising itself in our supra- 


fashionable women's clubs that may cause some very 
sharp and spicy discussions.

braries. You know the circulating library plays a very 
large part in the life of such fashionable organizations 
as the Town and Country Club and the Francesca.

came right out and read them to mamma. Hence the 
question now debated: 


"Should unexpurgated editions be permitted in the 


libraries of the women's clubs?" 


In the matter of the recent nights of aeroplanes and 


the debates as to the achievements of the Wrights and 
the Frenchmen, with the proposed races at Seattle and 
New York, the following remarks by Sir Hiram S. Maxim 
are interesting and pertinent. He had tried an aeroplane 
himself with a steam propeller and had made a long study 
of the subject of aviation, examining the different types 
of aeroplanes and dirigibles with the eye of an expert. 
He says in an introduction to R. P. Hearne's /'Aerial 
Warfare": 


"There is no question about it, the Wright brothers 


were the first to perform free flight in the air. Not only 
this, but the work they have done and the machines they 
have constructed are so much superior to the machines 
of the Farman and Delagrange type as to be considered 
in a totally different category. 


"The Wright machine, however, although well de- 


signed (the proof of the pudding is in the eating), is, as a 
whole, a very rough piece of mechanism and is suscepti- 
ble of a good many improvements in many directions. 
The motdr has four cylinders and a heavy cast-iron fly- 
wheel. The iron that is in this fly-wheel would easily 
make two more cylinders without increasing the weight 
an ounce. With six cylinders no fly-wheel would be re- 
quired, and the engine would develop 36 horsepower in- 
stead of 24. With this increase of power and several 
changes for reducing the atmospheric resistance, ten 
feet might be added to the length of the aeroplanes; and 
under these conditions the machine would probably 
carry a load of 300 pounds for a distance of at least 100 
miles at the rate of fifty miles an hour. • 


"It is interesting to note why it is that the Wright 


machine is so much superior to the machines of Dela- 
grange and Farman. Both have superposed aeroplanes, 
both are about the same size and the same weight, and 
both have fore-and-aft horizontal rudders. The work- 
manship on the French machines appears to-be much 
better than on the Wright machine; still, as far as flying 
is concerned, the French machines are not in it. Wright 
does very much better with 2-i horse power than his com- 
petitors are able to do with 50 horse power." 


Then Sir Hiram tells how the Frenchmen waste 


weight in complicated springs, levers, wheels, tubes, etc.,, 
to give elasticity in landing. The French machines have 
only one screw, while the Wrights have two on their 
aeroplanes, and the French propellers are much smaller 
than the American. 
O*f these matters Maxim says: 


"The speed of Wright's propeller screws is much less 


and the slip of the screws in the air and the waste of 
power resulting therefrom is much less than in the 
French machines. The Wright machine is able-to travel 
in a straight line without the least irregularity, to swing 
round corners without any pitching or rearing, and to 
sail on an even keel under all conditions; while the 
French machines take a very erratic path, pitch and toss, 
and are very difficult to handle, especially while turning 
a corner.

"Ireland is far better off than either England or Scot- 


land !'" So declared Alex Vogelsang on his return this 
week from an extended European tour. "There is less 
abject poverty in proportion to population among the 
people of Ireland than in any other part of the United 
Kingdom." 


That sort of a declaration from an American traveler 


may stir tip some discussion among people who have 
been brought up on the wrongs of Ireland, and who have 
seen, with Patrick in "Kathleen Ni Houlihan," the French 
landing at Killala—this time, perhaps, from airships. 


Vogelsang further declares that Germany is now by 


all odds the most progressive nation in Europe, and he 
recounts an amusing experience he had in Holland. En- 
gaging in conversation on the train with two young men, 
he freely paid his compliments to Germany and the Ger- 
man emperor, and he also very sharply criticised the man 
of the mailed fist for some of his declarations and policies. 


The criticisms seemed greatly to amuse one of the 


young men, who shook with laughter, but did not explain 
his merriment, though he was free to express his pleasure 
at the high opinion an American had obtained of the 
Fatherland. That night at the hotel a man said, pointing 
out th|e two young men of the train: 


"See those two?" 
"Yes,'' said Vogelsang, "I talked with tlicr 
i the 


train." 


"Do you know who that taller one is?" 
"No." 
"That's one of the princes of the blood royal of Ger- 


many—a son of Emperor William. He's traveling incog.''

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If you want to see the chuckle-headed way in which 


our stieet work is done, exemplified in its fittest and 
finest form, go to the corner of Third and Folsom streets. 
There you will see a fine concrete pavement base being, 
laboriously torn up to make way for the laying of basalt 
blocks on sand—a pavement to which our authorities 
cling with grim determination after it has long been 
abandoned by civilized communities as unfit for human 
use. 


The concrete was laid''long ago for a bituminous rock 


covering—a pavement, of course, not fitted to the heavy 
four-horse trucking of the neighborhood. But it would 


make an excellent base for basalt blocks or vitrified 
bricks. It must be torn away, however, at great expense 
to make place for the favored basalt blocks on sand—a 
pavement that is never a pavement from the day it is 
laid.

They do not stop to think that thousands of men and 
women have their money invested in the stock and bonds 
of such corporations, and that many of them depend 
upon such securities for an income, which in turn de- 
pends upon fair treatment of the property by the same 
public. Many people believe E. H. Harriman owns the 
Southern Pacific and the Union Pacific, and that a very 
few men own the Pennsylvania, the largest railway sys- 
tem in the world in point of earnings. Recently 
the 


Interstate Commission called for a statement of the 
"ten largest holders of voting securities ' of the reporting 
roads. Here are some of the facts about the Southern 
and Union Pacific. 
Of the $117,792,000 constituting a 


majority of the stock of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
in the hands of the ten largest holders, no less than 
$89,368,000 is held by trustees for the Oregon Short Line 
Railroad Company. In turn, practically the whole of the 
stock of the Oregon Short Line is held by trustees for 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company, whose ownership 
is distributed among over 14,000 stockholders, scattered 
in every investing market in the world. Of the Union 
Pacific $195 679,900 common stock only $43,631,000 is 
held by the ten largest holders, and of this more than 
three-quarteis is held by trustees. Directly and indirect- 
ly counting its own stockholders and those of the Union 
Pacific there are nearly 30,000 owners of the Southern 
Pacific. The Pennsylvania has over 60,000 stockholders. 


E. A. Walcott, for many years the editorial writer on 


the "Examiner," has resigned to accept the position of 
executive secretary of the Commonwealth Club at a good 
salary. Mr. Walcott is a writer of merit and the author 
of several novels, among them being "Blindfolded" and 
the "Apple of Discord." The former has already gone into 
a 50-cent edition. The Commonwealth Club has about 700 
members and feels that its work warrants having a per- 
manent paid staff Mr. Walcott is the first appointee. The 
club is one of the most successful of its kind in the country 
and its memjbers comprise many prominent men in all 
walks of life in all the bay cities. All questions affecting 
the welfare of cities and general sociological questions 
receive its attention and many interesting papers and 
discussions constitute the program of its meetings, which 
take place frequently and at regular intervals.

San Franciscans who like to woo the fickle goddess 


Fortune in such places as the Northern Club and the 
A. Mon Chateau, just across the line in San Mateo 
County, have lost a great deal of money in those places 
during the past fourteen months. ' So, for their sakes, 
if for no other reason, it is a good thing they have been 
closed up. It is not far from the truth to state that Dave 
Henderson, John Marshbank, Pete St. Mary, 
Dave 
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Argyle, Frank Daroux and one or two other gamblers 
interested in these joints have cleaned up a profit of fully 
$400,000 among.them in about a year and a half from 
focal and Eastern patrons of their roulette, faro and other 
games: Dave Argyle, who is one of the most successful 
gambling proprietors in the country, formerly owned the 
Totem Club In Seattle when it was a wide-open town a 
few years ago. 
He had several hundred employees in 


the place and had any kind of a game people wanted. 
Oanfield in his palmiest days-in New'York is the only 
man who ever excelled hirp in that role. 
Old gamblers 


are remarking that the profits of those two 'houses in 
San Mateo County beat the poolrooms when, racing was 
in full blast all hollow. 
Many women gambled in the 


two resorts during the past year and especially at night 
time. The story is told of several Cleveland and Chicago 
women, guests of a 'big hotel for five or six weeks, who 
played heavily and lost much money at the A Mon 
Chateau last April. 
Bonding companies and business 


men had detectives spot men holding positions of trust 
who played in those joints, and as a result several parties 
are out of good jobs. 
The companies withdrew from 


their bonds and their employers let them go. But whjle 
these joints are closed there are some pretty stiff crap 
and poker games running in this city, where a saloon- 
keeper or'his barboy'or a cigar dealer can't shake the 
dice with a customer for a drink or a smoke. Our police 
department is evidently very lopsided in its zealous at- 
titude for the enforcement of the anti-gambling laws. 
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Jack London is out $30,000 as a result of the building 


of his yacht, the Snark, and his abandonment of the 
world tour in the vessel. He may recoup himself a lit- 
tle by a sale of the yacht, for he wants to sell x it and 
considei the experience a closed book. In his literary 
work he has now reached the position where he can de- 
mand and generally get 25 cents a word. Even at that 
figure, however, and prolific as he is, it will take a lot of 
writing to restore his bank roll to what it was before lie 
got a call from \ the sea to sail it in his own yacht. 
Without mentioning names, there are several mag- 
azines which have insisted on not paying London more 
than 15 cents a word. He has had a stormy correspond- 
ence with them on the subject, and where he has not 
won out he has sought other pastures. There is prob- 
ably one magazine which does not give him at the rate 
of 25 cents a word, but just why he makes an exception 
in this case is not known. He is by no means erratic 
or backward in driving bargains for his literary wares, 
for all of which no blame can be conjured up against 
him. 
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Rat-killing contests are in vogue in the City of Mex- 


ico, and the man who makes a good living supplying the 
rodents at 15 cents each is in town on a visit. His name 
.is Emiljo Meyer. He is the timekeeper at most of the 
Mexican boxing contests, and-is usually known as "the 
Dutch uncle with the famous clock." Recently he re- 
ceived the concession for the betting on the rat-killing 
contests, in addition to supplying the rats. He says the 
very best dogs in the city enter the rat pits, and that 
prizes as high as $200 are offered for the best rat-killer. 
According to Meyer, the Mexican Kennel Club holds 
quite a number of these contests with first, second and 
third prizes to owners of dogs. He says he needs rats 
for these contests in large numbers, and is always pre- 
pared to carry a long line of rodents preferred unless the 
traps get to working overtime and there is an attemnt 
to bear the market. Usually his market quotation is 15 
cents for a gooti, strong rodent.

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A leading subject of interest among the politicians 


and citizens generally during the week jast closed was 
the selection of a municipal ticket by the Citizens' Com- 
mittee of Twenty-five for recommendation to the Repub- 
lican voters. 


While the administrative ticket thus presented is 


seemingly well received by the electors, the work of its 
preparation was not accomplished without many con- 
tentions and incidents, that, had they been contributed 
by the ordinary machine politicians, would have been re- 
garded as at least interesting, if not quite as entertaining, 
by the general public.

the incumbent, who was given the recommendation of 
the Twenty-five. Rogers received the individual prom-
